Dig  the  soil  about  G 
inches  deep,  but  only  when  it  is  dry;  if  rain  has  fallen 
recently  allow  a  few  days  of  fine  weather  to  elapse 
before  commencing  work.  Rake  until  soil  is  smooth 
and  in  fine  condition. 

FERTILIZING.  Scatter  either  Pulverized  Sheep 
Manure  on  the  dug  earth  at  the  rate  of  one  ton  to  the 
acre,  100  lbs.  to  1000  square  feet,  10  lbs.  to  100  square 
feet,  or  use  Sacco  Plant  Food,  an  odorless  fertilizer,  at 
the  rate  of  one-half  ton  per  acre,  50  lbs.  per  1000 
square  feet,  5  lbs.  per  100  square  feet. 

FOR  MOIST  OR  SOUR  SOIL.  When  the  soil  is 
constantly  wet  and  poorly  drained,  spread  Agricul¬ 
tural  Hydrated  Lime  at  the  rate  of  50  lbs.  per  1000 
square  feet  or  Limestone  at  the  rate  of  75  lbs.  per  1000 
square  feet.  Then  follow  above  directions. 

SOWING  THE  SEED.  Sow  our  Evergreen  Lawn

Two  pounds  noil  plant  100  feet  of  row;  120  pounds  will  plant  an  acre.  Not  less  than  10  pounds  at  the  100  pound 
rate.

For  early  crops  sow  as  early  in  Spring  as  possible;  then  sow  every  two  or  three  weeks  apart  for  a  succession  through¬ 
out  the  season  well  into  August.

Sow  seeds  in  a  hotbed  or  in  a  box  in  the  house,  trans¬ 
plant  when  three  inches  high  into  cold  frame,  and  when 
the  ground  is  warm  enough,  transplant  into  the  open. 

The  Four  Leading  Varieties 

CALIFORNIA  WONDER  PEPPER.  Here’s  a  new  Pepper 
of  real  merit.  It’s  nearly  as  large  as,  and  earlier  than 
Chinese  Giant,  but  is  blocky  or  square-ended,  just  the 
shape  you’ve  been  looking  for.  It  will  sit  upright  and 
is  ideal  to  stuff  and  bake,  or  to  serve  w’hole  with  salad.

LONG  THICK  RED.  A  hot  Pepper  on  the  order  of 
Cayenne,  though  much  thicker  with  a  thicker  flesh. 
Early  and  very  prolific.  Pods  pendent,  red  and  pun¬ 
gent.  Popular  in  many  markets. 

LONG  RED  CAYENNE.  A  red  hot  variety.  The  slender, 
pointed,  3-inch  pods  taper  from  one-half  inch  to  the 
point. 

PIMENTO.  Fruit  of  medium  size,  pointed  or  top-shaped, 
very  smooth  and  glossy;  exceptionally  thick  flesh  which 
is  firm,  sweet,  and  of  the  very  best  quality  for  either 
salads,  stuffing  or  canning.
